1. PROMINENT MEDIA PLAY GIVEN LAST U. S. MILITARY FORCES' WITHDRAWAL 
FROM VIETNAM. CONSERVATIVE O GLOBO ( RIO) FRONT- PAGE EDITORIAL 
ENTITLED " THE LAST DAY IN VIETNAM" SAYS: " ... AS GRET AS U. S. 

SINS MAY HAVE BEEN IN VIETNAM, THE U. S. IS ENDING A SHAMEFUL 
CAMPAIGN WITH HONOR. ... THE UNITED STATES HAS PLANTED IN THE 
VIETNAMESE SOIL THE SEEDS OF DEMOCRATIC TENACITY AND OTHER 
CHARACTERISTICS WHICH EXPLAIN WHY THE U. S. IS THE CHIEF WORLD 
POWER. WITHDRAWAL DOES NOT MEAN ABANDONMENT. NOW IT IS UP TO

( A) INFLUENTIAL O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO' S SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT IN 
ECUADOR, ALBERTO TAMER, WRITES ABOUT THE U. S. ABSTENTION IN VOTE ON
